Thousands of Petrograd workers 
and soldiers gathered on the square 
at the Finnish station in order to 
welcome their leader, returning to 
the fatherland. At the border sta- 
| tion of Bellostrov, Lenin was met by 
| the Petrograd and Sestroretsk Bol- 
sheviks and Comrade Stalin. 


CLARION CALL 

When he arrived in the city, 
which was the cradle of the upris- 
ing, Lenin, in a fervent speech, 
called upon the working class to 
‘struggle for the world Socialist 
Revolution. His words sounded a 
fighting clarion call in the hearts 
Of. millions of people throughout 
the world. 

In the “April Theses” Lenin, 
with forceful clarity, outlined the 
tasks of the working class in the 
struggle for Socialism and the tac- 
tics of the Bolsheviks. The basic 
question of the Revolution; namely, 
the question of power, was placed 
with directness and. clarity inhe- 
rent only in Bolshevism. 

From the first stage of the Revo- 
lution “to its second stage which 
must place power into the hands 
of the proletariat and the poorest 
strata of the peasantry.” 

From this basic line, there arose 
the attitude of the party to the 
provisional government on the 


question of war On this base there 


was built the, attitude of the Bol- 
sheviks to other parties: for the 
achievement of this aim, the Bol- 
sheviks reorganized their entire 
work among the masses.

League for Constitutional Rights Condones Brutal 


Attack on Them by Columbus Police 
—Mayor’s Terms Rejected 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 16.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Ohio League for Constitutional Rights in a 
cowardly statement issued for publication condoned the 
brutal eviction carried out against the Workers’ Alliance 
delegation at Columbus by Governor Davey. The executive 


committee took the position that the 


authorities were entitled to use such 


force as was to overcome 
the “deliberate resistance 
M the occupants.” 


Further the statement said, “it 
is our opinion that for the most 
part the force used was a reason- 
able means of accomplishing «a 


policy of the Columbus newspapers 

in their treatment of the eviction 

should be condemned. 
REFUSE TO QUIT 


This statement comes at a time 
when all constitutional rights of a 
recognized and bona fide organiza- 
tion, the Workers Alliance, are sus- 
pended in Columbus, Ohio. Arnold 
Johnson, Secretary of the Cuyahoga 
County Workers Alliance is denied 
admittance to the State House even 
as an individual. 

The statement comes at a time 
when five leaders of the Workers 
Alliance languish in jail, held under 
extremely high bond of $1,500 each. 
The maximum fine they could get 
if convicted is $500. 

N. D. Davis, Attorney for the In- 
ternational Labor Defense arrived 
Wednesday to try to arrange the 
release of the prisoners. So far all 
negotiations and attempts to raise 
this exhorbitant bail has failed. 


The Mayor of Columbus offered | d 
prisoners and 


Davis release of the 

to drop all charges providing they 
would sign waivers and leave town. 
This was refused by the jailed 
workers who claim their constitu- 
tional rights were violated and that 
there is no guilt to admit. 

Davis visited the prisoners while 
he was there and found they were 
held under the worst kind of condi- 
tions. Meals are poor, they are not 
allowed to smoke or read and are 
shaved only once a week. 


Ben Gray, President of the Ohio 


Workers Alliance, one of the dele- 
gates jailed was under the doctor's 
care before he went to Columbus to 
negotiate with the state authorities 
on the relief question. 

He is suffering from ulcers of 
the stomach that has been greatly 
aggravated by the rotten prison 
fare. Milk is denied him unless it 
is brought there in person from the 
outside. 

The weak-kneed Senators and 
Representatives who profess to be 
in Columbus to get adequate relief 
through the State Legislature make 
only spineless gestures against the 
outrage. - Senator Boyd who poses 
as a labor man offers a resolution 
condemning the eviction and in his 
next breath refers it to the Rules 
Committee.

IN PITTSBURGH 


2-Day Strike Ends in 
Victory for 350 
Workers

More than 50 per cent of the em- 
ployers immediately applied for a 
settlement. At poe only three or 
four more shops remain to be signed 
up. 

Conditions won as n result of the 
stoppage include a closed shop and 
wage increases ranging from 15 to 
40 per cent. 

The stoppage was led by Herman 
Holzknecht, mated organ- 
Wer, and Alexanier Hoffman, man- 
ager of the Journeyman Talor's 
Union of New York. James Egan, 
city secretary of the Communist 
Party, was also an active worker for 
the uhion victory. 


UNION CONDITIONS 


Although many of the shops had 
previously been either wholely or 
partially unorganized, the agree- 
ment has now established union 
conditions in the entire trade. 

Hoffman told the Daily Worker 
that the tailors responded enthu- 
sistically to the union call and that 
there wasn’t a single shop that 
turned down the summons for the 
walk-out. 

Before the stoppage Pittsburgh 
had been known fo~ the sweat-shop 
conditions that existed in the trade.

Hearst Sees Spain 
With Nazi Eyes 


To say that the general level of the 
Hearst editorials ase an insult to the intel- 
ligence of the American people is not 
enough. A recent editorial, “Russian Du- 
plicity,” that appeared April 15 in the New 
York American, assumes that its readers are 
not only stupid but live in a vacuum isolated 
from the world by Hearst-manufactured 
news. 

The preposterous and idiotic theme of 
the editorial is that the “non-intervention” 
scheme regarding Spain was a “Russian 
trick,” imposed on England to bamboozle 
poor, unsuspecting Mussolini. 

The facts are now so well known general- 
ly that even a Hearst editorial writer has 
no excuse for not having cognizance of them. 
British imperialism, desiring to rob the 
Spanish Government of its right to purchase 
the arms it needs which would have made 
short shrift of Franco, inveigled the Blum 
Government to initiate the so-called “non- 
intervention” scheme. Both Hitler and Mus- 
solini utterly refused to accept, until they 
thought they had shipped enough arms and 
men to establish Fascism in Spain. 

The whole world knows that Mussolini 
has been tried and convicted by public 
opinion of wholesale intervention against 
Spanish democracy. The President of the 
Paris Municipal Council, who was recently 
interviewed in New York, was a thousand 
times right when he said: “It is significant 
that the only foreign army defeated in Spain 
was an Italian Fascist army.” It happens to 
be the only official army sent by a foreign 
government against the legitimate govern- 
ment of Spain. Hitler sent many men, arms 
and technicians. But had he sent as large 
an army as Mussolini it would undoubtedly 
have met the same fate. 

But there is no use talking facts to 
Hearst. Hearst sees the world through Ger- 
man and Italian Fascist glasses, and no 
wonder it appears topsy-turvy. 


The Smell of Burned Flesh 


Invades Congress 

With the smell of burned flesh hovering 
over the House, following the horrible lynch- 
ing of two innocent Negroes in Mississippi, 
the Gavagan Anti-Lynch bill was passed in 
a bitter fight by 276 to 119. 

It now goes to the Senate, where the . 
lynchers will be defended once more by the

| BOOKS of the DAY | 


TAKING A LITTLE TIME OFF 
from writing some of the best revo- 
lutionary novels of our time—not to 
mention a bit of active service in 
Spain and a lecture tour in the 
United States—Ralph Bates has 
written one of the best adventure 
stories that has come up the pike in 
a long while. Not since Joseph Con- 
rad wrote of ships and men has 
such a good story come our way as 
Bates’ “Rainbow Fish” (Dutton: $2), 
a tale of human flotsam, of danger- 
ous men and the dangerous geme of 
sponge-diving, murder, ship-wreck- 
ing and other little pastimes. 

“Rainbow Fish” is as lean and 
spare a novel as one would want for 
an adventure thriller, a novel ad- 
mirably organized, swiftly moving 
and hammering home to a climac- 
tic finish that’s a real knockout. 

“Three hours after the Somerford 
Castle struck the Syrian gale blew 
up and she began to move; on leav- 
ing her four of the crew were lost.” 
Thus the story begins. What was 
the Somerford Castle, e., what kind 
of a ship was it? And who were the 
four of the crew? “Strangers to 
me,” the captain said, turning away 
from the bodies.

The author is not identified di- 
rectly with any of his characters, 
although it is possible that the re- 
marks of the sometime writer, 
Legge, bespeak a little the author's 
own opinions—at least his opinions 
of some of England's intellectuals. 

“We didn’t believe in society,” 
says Legge, “because that might 
have meant constraint, we had our 
conventions of criticism that once 
were rea] enough I suppose, but had 
become mere tags of conversation, 
like our love for art. I lived among 
literary people yet I don’t think I 
ever heard an honest expression of 
delight in a piece of writing from 
any of my set, and those who did 


find delight in art had no need of 


people like me. I used to feel some- 
times that if only I could find one 
single thing that wou resist doubt, 
remain solid and firm under me, I 
could build up a life for myself, even 
if it were only an archipelago in a 
sea of confusion and unbelief.” 

One could quote other of Bates’ 
characters to reveal the rootless 
philosophy of men cast up by a so- 
ciety that could not sustain them.

Corns 
And Calluses 


H. F. STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, 
writes: “In an article in the maga- 
zine ‘Food Science,’ wr' n by Dr. 
Dudley J. Morton of Columbia Uni- 
versity, the author asserts that the 
humen foot has no anterior meta- 
tarsal arch, Is this accepted by 
most medical authorities?” 


MGST ORTHOPEDIC SUR- 
GEOQNS believe that there is an 
anterior metatarsal arch, contrary 
to the views of Dr. Dudley J. Mor- 
ton, and that the reason why one 

develops caluses is because of re- 
laxation and flattening of the arch, 
with resulting pressure and irrita- 
tion of the overlying skin. Calluses 
always develop where there is con- 
Stant irritation and pressure. 

The treatment consists of remov- 
ing the callus and strapping the 
feet with a metatarsal pad. Exer- 
cises of the feet, such as trying to 
pick up marbles or pencils from the 
floor with the toes, is helpful. An 
arch with a metatarsal support is 
used where the entire foot is flat. 
Low-heeled high shoes are im- 
portant. Often a metatarsal pad — 
inserted in the shoe. The pad is 
always placed between thé’ big toe 
and the small toe. It should be in 


such a position as to tend to raise 
the arch.
